(i) OBVERSE 

This face of' the coin is divided into three portions 
with two horizontal lines. The center portion shall bear the 


“Lion Capitol” of Ashoka Pillar with the legend 
inscribed below. 

The top portion contains word in Hindi and 

“INDIA” in English. The bottom portion contains the Year 
in International Numerals; 

(ii) REVERSE 

This face of the coin contain visuals showing of one 
of the “MUDRAS” of India's most famous classical dance, 
“Bharat Natyam”, in center right periphery and in center 
left periphery denomination value “1” in International 
Numerals, below that the word in Hindi and the 

word “RUPEE” in English.
